Flea Boppers in 
Great Profusion 


Latest reports on 
cotton flea 
hopper and boll weevil infestation, 
made by the departm ent of ento- 
mo-ogy at A. and M. College, are 
as follows: 
Cotton flea hoppers have been 
reported generally all 
along the 
coast and from as ‘fa r inland as 
LaSalle, Comal, Bufleson and Nac­ 
ogdoches counties. 
The earliest 
cotton has been most affected by 
these insects. 
The boll weevil emergence has 
been unusually heavy with wea­ 
ther conditions favoring length of 
life. 
In fields of 
Brazoria 
and 
Burleson counties two boll wee­ 
vil grubs have been found in some 
squares especially in fields where 
flea hoppers have caused damage.
